Licensed dogs will be allowed to 
run at will. This was enthusiasti- 
cally agreed on, there being but 
six persons who asked to restrict 
the animals.

Charging that the present meth- 
od of impounding and handling 
animals is “unsatisfactory,” Coun- 
cilman Hays moved that a com- 
mittee be appointed to confer with 
the Berkeley Humane Society on 
the possibility of having the or- 
ganization take over the work. 

The Berkeley firm handled the 
pound work in Albany until a year 
ago last April when A. F. Peters 
was appointed.

“During August and September, of 
this year, 59 and 56 families, respec- 
tively, moved into Metropolitan Oak- 
land from San Francisco,” the Metro- 
politan Oakland Committee chairman 
stated.

“ Despite this gain in residential con- 
struction, the occupancy rate of single 
family homes in Metropolitan Oakland 
is 98.5. A year ago the occupancy per- 
centage was 97.5. 

Many residential areas in Metropll- 
tan Oakland have an occupancy per- 
centage above the average. They in- 
clude North Oakland, 98.6 per cent; 
Piedmont, 99.7 per cent; Fruitvale, 
08.8 per cent, and Elmhurst, 99 per 
cent. 

Retail trade throughout Metropolitan 
Oakland, despite strike conditions on 
the waterfront during the» past year, 
shows a gain of 4.4 per cent for the
